EDITORIAL COMMENT 

Japanese Good Will and Jingo Airplanes 

Tsuneo Matsudaira comes as Japanese ambassador to 
the United States under unusually auspicious circum¬ 
stances. When his appointment was announced Secretary 
Hughes departed from precedent to the extent of issuing 
a public statement expressing his gratification. President 
went even further and expressed the desire that the new 
ambassador’s arrival in this country be the occasion for a 
cordial welcome. These utterances involved both per¬ 
sonal regard for Mr. Matsudaira and good will toward the 
government and people he represents. 

Coming from one of the influential families of old 
Japan, Mr. Matsudaira’s education and experience have 
made of him a cosmopolitan of high type. He has occu¬ 
pied various diplomatic stations at home and abroad. He 
became well and favorably known to American statesmen 
while serving as chief secretary to the Japanese delegation 
at the Washington disarmament conference of 1921. 

At San Francisco last Saturday Mr. Matsudairo was 
the guest of honor at a luncheon tendered a gathering of 
newspaper men by the Japan Society of America. The 
editor of the News was one of 200 men from all parts of 
the state who were present. Various prominent San Fran¬ 
cisco business men joined in the expressions of greeting 
and good will; State Printer John King brought a greeting . 
from Governor Richardson, and a cordial letter of welcome 
from President Coolidge was read. The reply of the am¬ 
bassador was a model diplomatic utterance. 

Far more interesting, however, than the formal ex¬ 
pressions of the stated program were the sidelights on the 
ambassador furnished by a chance table companion. This 
was a Danish aviator, Mr. Hammer, who will soon attempt 
for the third time a trans-arctic flight from Norway to 
Alaska. He is good for a long story of his own. He had 
just come over from Japan on the same steamer with Mr. 
Matsudaira and his family. The opportunity for acquain¬ 
tance made his remarks timely and illuminating. The 
ambassador with his wife and four children presented one 
of the finest examples of: family life he had ever seen. 

The oriental stolidity and I repression of emotion and af¬ 
fection were replaced by an attitude which would seem 
natural to occidentals. And in their fine courtesy and con¬ 
sideration for others therte was naturalness rather than 
the formality which sometimes seems artificial. In his 
breadth of experience, culture and understanding, Mr. 
Matsudaira seems admirably fitted to inteipret Japan to 
Americans and Americans to Japanese. 

Mutual understanding $uid good will are as influential 
for peace among nations as between individuals. With 
such men as Matsudaira, Hughes and Coolidge handling 
international relations, there seems to be every reason for 
expecting an era of good feeling on the shores of the 
Pacific—if only the jingoes woulc^ quit conjuring up bogey 
men. j 

For instance, maybe you read Brisban’s statement 
that Japan is producing 5<JjD airplanes a month, with its 
threat of aggression. As uiual, he did not give the source 
of his information. But Mr. Hammer, the Dane, threw 
some light on the facts. His own mission in Japan was » 
to purchase a giant plane Jfor Roald Amundson, the ex- ■■ 
plorer. Incidentally, he m4de a thorough survey of the * 
airplane industry of Japari Instead of 500 planes, he 
says the Japanese are not producing 40 planes a month. 

Maybe he did not see them all, but his statement is just 
as credible as that oi Brisbane. But he is merely a busi¬ 
ness man and scientist, minding his own affairs and his 
statement will not be broadcast to combat that of Bris¬ 
bane, which has already thrown its little scare into the 
hearts of his jingo followers. 

Somebody at the table suggested, in response to Ham¬ 
mer h statements, that when a nwspaper publishes some¬ 
thing so palpably wrong, it should be compelled to pub- - 
lish a correction. Compelled by whom? No one, in this 
land of the free! Moreover, that is not the method of that 
particular cult of journalists. When caught giving a false 
alarm, the jingo system is not to retract, but to apply a 
counter-irritant—scare ’em with some other bogey man! 

But why be concerned over the jingoes? In the end 
they usually refute themselves. The rest of us merely 
need the patience in the faith that truth will prevail in 
the end.
